employment position, but on 
the administrative level a cer- 
tain modus prevailed. 

With the establishment of 
the Jewish State and. the 
proclamation of unlimited im- 
migration all these barriers 
were swept away, and al- 
though we continue to speak 
of the absorption of immi- 
grants, the notion of “absorp- 
tive capacity in the economic 
sense has disappeared entire- 
ly. There were, it is true, 
some plans made based on the 
relation between a certain 
number of immigrants and the 
amount of capital -required. 
But in actual fact immigra- 
tion continued without con- 
sideration for these plans and 
today, after we have brought 
in half a million immigrants, 
the question arises of how far 
these people have been ab- 
sorbed.” : 

A New Definition 

In order not to become lost 
in meaningless words it is 
necessary to try and define 
first what we mean by ab- 
sorption. Generally speaking, 
it means that the immigrant 
has been enabled to gain an 
economic foothold in the coun- 
try and to become an “earn- 
er.” A man or a woman who is 
able to earn his or her living 
without having to fall back on 
public funds can be said to 
have been “absorbed” into 
the economic life of the coun- 
trv. This definition is fairly 
accurate so long as we have 
to deal with a reasonably ho- 
mogeneous population with an 
accepted standard of living. 
Before mass immigration 
started we knew fairly well, 
for example, what was meant 
by the minimum «standard of 
living required for the Jew- 
ish worker in the country, and 
we could be sure that if im- 
migration did net in the long 
run produce a chronic un- 
employment “absorption” was 
proceeding without a hitch. 

Today things have changed 
entirely. We still use the 
word “absorption” without 
being aware of the fact that 
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it needs a new definition. If 
we take, for instance, the fi- 


sense of the term. That means, 
of course, that a considerable 
number of people in the 
country live today not on the 
minimum income considered 
necessary. for the existence of 
the average worker but on 
three eighths of it. Are we to 
assume that these parily em- 
ployed people are “absorbed” 
into the economy or not? 
Standard of Living 
Secondly, are we to assume 
that the minimum standard 
of living as accepted by the 
old-established workers, ict 
us say. the settler of Merha- 
via or Nahalal, or the worker 
with steady employment in a 
factory, is still the rule by 
which we are to measure the. 
process of absorption? If so, 
the question must be asked 
if immigrants who work a 
dunam or two of vegetables 
and have in addition some 
chickens and a goat and thus 
manage to keep body and 
soul together are taken to be 
“settled” or not. In many 
cases these people are no 
longer ree2iving grants from 
public funds. They are sup- 
posed to find their own way 
and to earn their own living. 
Lack of money has compelled 
the Gevernment and the set- 
tlement authorities to aban- 
dor. orthodox methods and 
plans for full equipment in an 
increasing number of cases 
and to start settlements with 
only the barest necessities and 
a minimum of tools and live- 
stock. This must in the long 


run lead to fundamental 
changes in our agricultural 
development and perhaps 


produce new types of farm- 
ers and farming. Seen from 
the angle of absorption, how- 
ever, the question remains of 
what standard of living can 
be attained by this minimum 
of equipment. not today, but 
in the near future. 

The same. problem appears 
in another but not less press- 
ing form so far as housing is 
concerned. We @re swamped 
with figures on housing 
schemes, on buildings, huts 
and other forms of contem- 
porary dwellings completed 
and planned, but we are apt 
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gradually be 
with full equipment on the 
land and im the towns. This

There are two approaches to 
the problem. The one is to 
evaluate absorption according 
to the realization between ca- 
pital and the number of peo- 
ple to be settled. It might be 
quite possible, and claimed by 
Dr. L. Gruenbaum in His Four- 
Year-Pian, that the average 
amount needed for the settle- 
ment of a family is much low- 
er than a thousand pounds, al- 
though with world prices rising 
our calculation would need 
alterations too. But it is fair- 
ly obvious that, economically 
speaking, we cannot 
miracies, and if we want im- 
migrants to reach & certain 
standard of life, we have to 
supply them with the neces- 
sary equipment, entailing a 
minimum of expenditure for 
every family. 


Steady Employment 

A second approach would be 
to consider an immigrant 4s 
“absorbed” if he is being em- 
ployed steadily for 4 certain 
number of days a month. The 
decision as to the number of 
days — in our opinion more 
than 12 are necessary On any 
account—would depend upon 
the standard of life we are 
prepared to accept aa & min- 
imum for a citizen of Israel. 
This definition of “steady em- 
ployment” leaves obviously 
many loopholes for inaccuracy. 
Are public werks of limited 
duration to be taken as steady 
employment? Are We to re 
gard a family as absorbed if
